The principal business transacted 
of interest in this section was the se­ 
lection of dates for the M isso u r i state 
fair in 1912, and the association as­ 
signed the came week as last year, 
giving the dates of September 28 to 
October 4, inclusive. 
The * sessions for two days were 
held at the Auditorium hotel ir. Chi­ 
cago. and, according to the action of 
the association, the Illinois state fair 
will be held commencing the week 
following, instead of on the same 
dates as the Missouri fair. a6 was the 
case last year, and the fair in that 
state will open at the time Missouri's 
fair ends provided their dates are 
approved. 
The dates o r Illinois are the same 
as those for toe American Royai Live 
Stock show, but the directors of the 
Missouri fair have been given every 
assurance by the directors of the Illi­ 
nois fair that should any change in 
dates be made that they will be so 
arranged as to not conflict w i\i Mis­ 
souri. 
The directors of the Missouri and 
Illinois fairs will hold a meeting of 
a1! the directors of each fair some 
time

when

dates will be acted on, and either ap­ 
proved or rejected. 
During the sessions at Chicago a

petitioning congress to make an ap­ 
propriation sufficient to erect a $100,-

lieved that this appropriation will be 
forthcoming. 
This would mean that 
thirty-four state fairs would come in 
for the proposed buildings.

Battleship Maine Was Not Destroyed
